Township all candi- 
dates meeting were interested 
in the topics of taxes, garbage 
collection, reassessment, and 


: future development. 


Grant Ketcheson chaired the 
meeting in which the nine 
candidates for reeve, deputy- 
réeve and councillor were 
given four minutes for opening 
remarks, followed by a ques- 
tion and answer period, and 
finally a one minute summa- 
tion by each of the candidates. 

Incumbent Reeve Harold 
Harris spoke first, and 
summarized the achievements 
of the present council over the 
last three years. The achieve- 
ments included, the successful 
bingo nights which helped pay 
for the pare and lining of the 
township hall parking lot, and

The dther candidate for 
reeve, Gerald Reid spoke of 
implementing a long term plan 
for roads, development of 
housing on non-agricultural 
land, keeping taxes within the 


inflation rate, and better road 


maintenance 

Deputy-Reeve Mary Pigden 
spoke of how the present coun- 
cil was able to keep the tax 
increase below two per cent. 
She also mentioned the issues 
of garbage collection, and the 
lack of reponse on a tax bill 
survey; reassessment which 
she said was long overdue; and 
the future implementation of a 
11 emergency line. 

Robert Sager, also running 
for deputy-reeve, said he 
decided to move up and run for 
deputy-reeve because of the 
proposed $700 lot levy, and a 
concerh for senior citizens in 
the eee! who are having 
difficulty affording the current 
taxes. He said he was pleased 
by council’s decision to retain 
the $350 lot levy. But he said he 
is still concerned by high 
taxes, which should be kept 
within the inflation rate. 

Graeme Burris was the first 
of the councillor candidates to 
speak. He told the audience he 
had three concerns that 
included, taxes, roads and 
waste management. In the 
area of taxes, Burris said 
tighter budget _control is 
needed. In the area of roads he 
said the department has a 
budget which is three times 
larger than any other depart- 
ment, and that is far too much. 
In the area of waste manage- 
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ment. he said results are 


needed : 
Peter Danielis spoke next. he 


said he was angry as a taxpay- 
er of Madoc Township because 
of taxes that are much higher 


than area municipalities. 
Danielis said he felt it was time 
for a change on council, He 
said as a councillor he would 
use “good common sense’ to 
make council more efficient to 
help put “Madoc Township 
back on track” 

Lynn McCoy spoke next on 
the high taxes in the munict 
yality, he said as a councillor 
ie would keep taxes within the 
rate of inflation. He said -he 
was pleased with the termina 
tion of the $700 lot levy 
McGoy also sata he was 
concerned by the high cost ol 
the roads department. He also 
discussed his policy of allowing 
only the first and second read- 
ing ot a bylaw to allow rest 
dents a chance to their 
opinions. . 

Charles. Robinson was the 
next candidate to speak. He 
told the audience he would like 
to see slow growth in township 
to ensure proper services are 
available. He also spoke on the 
waste management issue and 
its long process. Robinson said 
he would try to keep taxes 
down and spend the township 
money as if it was his own. 

Incumbent Raebern Robin- 
son was the last candidate to 
speak. He spoke on high taxes 
and explained rovincial 
government cutbacks were to 
blame for most of thé increase 
He said he believed in reas- 
sessment to balance property 
tax payments. He also said 
farmers should be allowed to 
sever off an unfarmable 
‘eats of his land, so he is not 

eld by ransom by the 
government. 

In the question and answer 
session, residents asked about 

sarbage collection, specifical- 
y about cost. Harold Harris 
responded by saying the 
present council was currently 
checking into cost estimates, 
but no figures were available 
as of yet. Candidates were 
asked to raise their hands if 
they were in favor of garbage 
collection, all but Harold 
Harris and Charles Robinson 
raised their hands. 

On the subject of reassessment 

the audience wanted to know 

what criteria was being used to 
reassess the township. No 
candidate fielded the question 

Residents also wanted to 
know the cost of reassessment 
and were told there is no cost to 
the munitipality. 
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The candidates. were also 
asked if they would be in favor 
of a long term: development 
plan 
Mary Pigden said she was 
not in favor of strip planning 
that would allow houses to butt 
up against each other. She said 
the township is a rural 
community and not like a city 
and she hopes it remains 
Harold Harris said he teels 
farmers should have a say 1n 
what they are going to do with 
their land 
Charles Robinson feels deve- 
lopment should be controlled to 
make sure the capacity. ol 
services can keep up 
Gerald Reid said consultants 
at the lot levy meeting told the 
audience the township. 1s 
currently growing at only four | 
houses a year, and the hylaw | 
exists to restrict farmers from 
severing their land 

Lynn McCoy said he believes 
there should have housing 

development, and—sons 0! 

farmers should be allowed to 

build homes on a portion of the 
property as long as it complies 
to the law and regulations of 
the county and township 

Peter Danielis said he 
believes in development for the 
area. but he would like to see 
housing spread out with fot size 
increased from one acre to [two 
or three acres to allow for 
more growth later. — 

Graeme Burris said he agrees 

there should be housing deve 

lopment as long as guidelines 
of the county re followed. He 
said with the current small 
growth rate in the large town 
ship, see ge lifestyles will not 
be affected at all 

Raebern -Robinson ‘feels 
there is a lot of room for 
building houses, and there 1s 
sufficient land, other than agri- 
cultural land to build on 

Robert Sager said he is in 
favor of development and if

Myth: Women often provoke 
assaults and deserve what they 
pet 
Fact: 
deserves 


No woman ever 
to be beaten 
Assaulted women report a 
wide range of incidents that 
trigger violence. For example: 
“| fried his eggs the wrong 
way.’ “I didn’t turn down the 
or “I went out 
with friends without asking his 
permission.” Abusive men 
often claim their partner 
provoked an assault to avoid 
responsibility for their own 
behaviour. In fact, the true 
source of violence is the batter- 


er's desire for power and 
control over his partner. 


Myth: Men who assault their 
partners are mentally ill.: 

Fact: Wife assault is too wide- 
spread te be caused by mental 
illness. In a recent study, one 
in five 
with a woman admitted to 
using violence against his part- 
ner. Most men who assault 
their partners are not violent 
outside the home. They don't 
hit their bosses or colleagues. 
When abusive men hit their 
partner's, they often aim the 
blows at parts of the body 
where bruises don’t show. If 
abusive men were truly 
mentally ill, they could not 
limit their violence in this way. 


Myth: Alcohol causes men to 
assault their partners. 

Fact: Aleohol can make it 
easier for a man to be violent. 
But the real cause of wife 
assault is the batterer’s desire 
for power and control over his 


parter. Batterers often use 
alcohol as an excuse to avoid 
taking responsibility for 


violent behaviour.

youth movement 
Korean industrialzation 


started in 1963, and an ill 
conceived economic plan 


resulfed in explosive social 
issues. The Korean ‘church 
began to respond to these 
social issues in about 1970. At 
that time, Kwang-il Lee was 
involved with the Christian 
Student and Youth Movement 
In 1973. he changed his major 
to theology, and enterd Han 
Kook Theological Seminary 
Because of his involvement 
with the organization of youth 
in society, and challenging the 
status quo and ruling system in 
Korea through demonstra 
tions, Lee was detained by 
police several times. After his 
arrest on April 3, 1974, he was 


sentenced to 20 years in prison, - 


to be followed by 15 years loss 
of civil rights. He was released 
after one year due to a genéral 
amnesty. Lee feels 
Amnesty International also 
played a significant role in his 
early release 


Lee returned to his studies, 
and became an ordained 
minister of the Presbyterian 
Church of Korea. After four 
years on an industrial mission 
staff, he spent two years with 
the Korean Christian Institute 
for Minjung (oppressed 
People) Education. In ‘this 
position, he found his greatest 
spiritual reward by serving the 
labor class, both as a minister 
and an organizer for the labor 
movement. Christians are a 
minority group in South Korea. 

in the five years before 
coming to Canada, Lee worked 
at the General Assembly of the 
Presbyterian Church. He was 
offered, the opportunity of 
working for the Bay of Quinte 
Conference of the/ United 
Church of Canada, and 
accepted the position. He had 
learned English as a second 
language in school. 

As the guest speaker at the Al 
dinner, Kwang-il Lee will talk 
about growing up in Korea, his

Buchanan applauds 
farmers’ protests 


Mass protests by Canadian 
farmers frustrated by low 
produce prices, bankruptcies 
and public indifference to their 
plight have been applauded by 
Ontario’s minister of 
agriculture. 

‘In their mass rallies, ordin- 
ary farmers told ordinary citi- 
zens about their extraordinary 
circumstances,” Elmer 
Buchanan said at the Royal 
Winter Fair in Toronto Nov. 5. 
“For the farmers, this has 
been a year of recession, low 
commodity prices,, unfair 
international trade policies 
and drought. Farming has 
been one of the hardest hit 
sectors.”’ 

Farmers in Ontario and in 
the Western provinces have 
rallied in large numbers in 
their local areas and outside 
provincial and federal govern- 
ment houses to protest what 
they see as government insen- 
sitivity to their situatiogn. 


But Buchanan says _ his 
government sees agriculture 
as “a key contributor to the 
economic renewal of Ontario,” 
Buchanan added, the reason 
for a recent provincial $35 
million grant to Ontario 
farmers in need. 


At the fair in Toronto, 
Buchanan also defended his 
government’s response to 
international trade pressures 
on Canadian farmers.

“We will defend our supply 
management system at the 
General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade,’’ he said. “I will be 
going to Geneva this month 
with a small delegation of 
Ontario farm leaders to 
aide our case. We must 

eep up the pressure at the 
current GATT negotiations in 
Geneva if we are to dismantle 
export subsidies, non-tariff 
trade barriers and other debili- 
tating practices that skew the 
international market and drive 
down our prices.” 

Buchanan says Canada’s 
“food security’’ depends on the 
supply management system as 
a defence against competition 
from other nations 

“The first priority is for 
farmers to receive a fair and 
just return on the products 
they produce,” he said. 

Buchanan also spoke of revi- 
talizing rural Ontario's societ- 
al and economic life by bring- 
ing together the different play- 
ers in this sector to create a 
long-term plan of action.

1981.

It included a 
number of interactive displays 
and information exhibits on 
things like the myths surround- 
ing date rape, healthy relation- 
ships, how to say what you 
mean, sexually transmitted 
diseases and a ‘Road Map to 
Romance’ (developed by 
students at TASS), an experi- 
ence of life’s challenges 
regarding sexuality. 

Public health nurses were at 
each station helped. out in 
many cases by NDHS students. 


The really positive thing 1s 
that it really does reach out to 
different age levels according 
to where they might be in 
relationships and what they 
need to know, explained Helen 
Perkins, superivisor of the 
Healthy Adolescent Program. 

“People take in what they 
are ready for at any given 
time.” she saitl. ‘It is a really 
useful learning experience.”

Bari Sheppard thinks she has the 
answer for all those farmers and 
rural people out there who would 
like a second income to get them 
over the rough spots, or just make a

The answer? Raising chinchillas.

Bari looked into pigs, chickens and 
just. about everything else, “but | 
couldn't find anything that would 
give us the money | was making in 
the city,” she explained.

She had saved money for a family 
swimming pool, and with that 
money they fixed up an old chicken 
coop in the top of the barn and 
bought initial breeding stock. 

“It was frustrating at first. Being a 
city gal | was pretty dumb about a 


lot of things. Allan kept expanding. 


the dairy farm and was so busy. The 
chins themselves taught me the 
most of what | needed to know,” she 


says. 

Ranching chinchilla means no hired 
help to break your equipment, no 
weather worries, no crop failures, 
and there isn’t a huge investment in 
land. The overhead is extremely low. 
It costs about a dollar a month to 
raise a chinchilla. The market value 
at nine months runs $40.-$90. and 
that's in US. dollars. “An awfully 
good return,” says Bari. 

Chinchillas are small, grey in colour, 
docile by naturé; and have “the 
softest fur in the world.” The child- 
ren can handle them, they have no 
odour and a smail herd, takes up

Political prisoner recounts life behind bars in South Korea

Over 100 people gathered in 
Belleville on ridatet 1 elec-~ 
tion night — not to celebrate a 
local political victory, but to 
celebrate work on behalf of 
political prisoners around the 
world who suffer human rights 
abuses. 

Those at Amnesty Interna- 
tional’s annual fundraising 
dinner at the Tabernacle 
United Church heard about 
political experiences most 
Canadians will never know. 

An independent world-wide 
organization, Amnesty Inter- 
national works to secure the 
release of prisoners of consci- 
ence, to abolish torture and 
executions, and to ensure fair 
and prompt trials for all politi- 
cal prisoners. 

Guest speaker Rev. Kwang- 
il*Lee, “a former prisoner of 
conscience from South Korea, 
recounted a_ story that 
contrasted sharply with the 
free, democratic elections just 
concluding in the community 
outside. 

As a student in the early 
1970s, Lee established the 
Korean Students’ Christian 
Organization in South Korea. 
One day Lee was led to an 
army investigation centre and

Constitution meeting 
held in Warkworth 


By June Maureen Marshall 


Canada has been the inspira- 
tion of my life. I have had 
before me...a policy of true 
Canadianism, of moderation. 
of conciliation. I have followed 
it consistently since 1896, and I 
now appeal with confidence to 
the whole Canadian people to 
uphold me in this policy of 
sound Canadianism which 
makes for the greatness of our 
country 


Sir Wilfrid Laurier, 1911 


A meeting was held at Percy 
Centennial School on Novem- 
ber 15 for the purpose of 
discussing the Constitution. It 
was an opportunity for 
concerns and opinions to be 
voiced by members of the 
community 

John Cole welcomed the 
group and introduced Christine 
Stewart, M_P.. who explained 
that the Consitution must be 
addressed in the need for a 
stronger governemnt and 
economic union. The failure of 
Meech Lake showed that the 
people of Canada do not want 
decisions made behind closed 
doors. Since then, Canadian 
input has been brought forth by 
means of meetings, small 
group sessions, Spicer and 
other reports, and commis- 
sions from across the country 

The Federal Government 
has put together twenty-eight 
proposals. Booklets named 
Shaping Canada’s Future 
Together, listing these propos- 
als. were given out to the 
Rroup 

Mrs. Stewart stressed that 
amendments to some serious 
issues are necessary and that 
the final proposal must be 
ready for the end of May, 1992 
prior to the Quebec meeting at 
the end of October. She then 
perused the booklet for those in 
attendance before taking ques- 
tions and opinions from the 
floor 

The 
consisted of some interesting 
discussions. It was explained 
that Quebee is a distinct socie- 
tv in that it is the only province 
in Canada that uses a French 
language, French culture, and 
practises a Civil Code of Law. 

Aboriginal peoples should 
have representation in a 
reformed Senate. They must 
take part in the process, and 
their right to self-government 
should be constitutionally 
recognized. Multicultural and 
ethnic group policies must be 
addressed AN peoples should 
come together as Canadians as 
a distinctive heritage

Current provincial - 
tation in Senate dustays 
outdated historical logic and 
is no er bie. Ontar- 
io and each have 24 
seats, Nova Scotia and New 
Brunswick each have 10, the 
four Western provinces 
Newfoundland each have 6, 
Prince Edward Island has 4 
and the Yukon and Northwest 
Territories have 1 each, for a 
total of 104 seats. The distribu- 
tion is anomalous in many 
ways. New Brunswick and 
Nova Scotia, for example, 
have greater representation 
than Alberta and British 
Columbia, even though the 
latter provinces have popula- 
tions which are three to five 
times greater. Ontario has 
greater per capita representa- 
tion in the Senate than have 
either Alberta or British 
Columbia. Western provinces 
want an equal number of 
members elected. If divided 
into regions there would be ar 
equal number of senators from 
each region of British Colum- 
bia, the three Prairies, Ontar- 
io, Quebec and the Maritimes. 

The Supreme Court of Cana- 
da plays an important constitu- 
tional role with respect to 
disputes between federal and 
provincial governments over 
the distribution. of powers 
under the Constitution. There 
is currently no requirement for 
the federal government to 
consult with the provinces and 
the system should be changed. 

Christine Stewart was asked 
how her party felt about the 
Constitution and she explained 
that their first interest was to 
keep Canada together, listen to 
the people, and try to reflect 
proposals and history of this 
county. If not, it should go to a 
national referendum. 

The group came away from 
the meeting with much to think 
about. Mrs. Stewart had 
enlightened them on many 
concerns. At the same time, 
reading and discussing the 
proposals in the Consitution 
provoked many serious 
concerns. 

Mrs. Stewart announced that 
she would be taking back with 
her a full report and notes on 
the input from the-group that 
evening. 

As, one member of the audi- 
ence remarked, the room 
should have been filled, rather 
than 25 people in attendance. It 
was an excellent opportunity to 
become acquainted with the 
twenty-eight proposals, and to 
consider some improvements 
to the way we govern ourselves 
and to the way governments 
manage their affairs so we 
may better reflect the realities 
of modern-day Canada.
